After Friday night’s match we asked victorious Hei- 
delberg United coach, Con Pappas, what he thought of 
the whole Finals series and if he thought it was a fair 
system, he said, “Oaklicigh obviously finished well 
ahead of everyone else and I don’t think anyone can 
argue with that, but the fact of the matter is that most 
teams are psychologically built to play for the Top Six. 
You're only going to play until you get into the top 
six — teams aim to finish anywhere in there, whether 
it’s third or second, as long as we can finish in the 
minor places, then you're still in with a chance and in 
the hunt.” 

When asked the same question, Oakleigh Cannons 
coach Stuart Munro was understandably a little relue- 
tant to comment, so it didn’t seem like “sour grapes”, 
but he did go on to comment that “it’s very much an 
AFL thing and that’s just they way they do things here 
in Australia. It’s a crazy system and I haven't met any- 
one in the last month who agrees with the Top Six se- 
ries. It’s taken me a couple of weeks just to understand 
how the whole system works. It totally bafiles me that 
after finishing top after the whole season, it doesn’t 
actually mean anything We got absolutely no benefit 
ffom this series and didn’t even get a home game for 
it, I think it’s a money spinner thing and unfortunately 
that’s just the way it is. What’s the point of playing the 
first 26 games?” 

Munro also added that part of the role of the coach 
involves managing suspensions and injuries in a squad 
during the course of the year, but in Finals games you

For the first time since introducing finals, Cran- 
bourne Comets will not be a participant, as its finals 
campaign ended in a thriller with Heidelberg Unit- 
ed. Box Hill Inter kept up its 100 per cent Grand 
Final record as it accounted for Ashburton. The 
weekend’s results mean that the top three teams 
from the home and away season are the three that 
remain in the hunt for the Premiership.

Sasho Petrovski gave the visitors the lead in the 37th 
minute with a well-taken header before Jamie Coyne 
equalised with a header of his own in the 70th minute, 
Both sides had the chance to snatch all three points late 
in the match, but neither could capitalise as the match 
ended in a deserving tie.

Melbourne has maintained its flawless start to the A- 
League season as they thumped competition surprise 
packet New Zealand Knights 3-0 at North Harbour 
Stadium on Sunday, 

A stunning first half performance inspired the league 
Jeaders, as the side piled on three goals inside 35 min- 
ules, 

Leading markstan Danny Allsopp opened the scoring 
for the Victory inside 10 minutes, finding the back of 
the net after latching onto a ball fed by Archie Thomp- 
son, 

Victory’s prolific forward pairing again linked 13 min- 
utes later, this time with Allsopp the provider before 
Kevin Muscat completed the rout in the 35th minute as 
he headed home a Kristian Sarkies free-kick. 

‘The win capped off an oscillating week for Victory, 
who basked in the afterglow of a record crowd at the 
Telstra Dome last Saturday, before crashing back to 
earth with a thud midweek following, the three match 
suspension of Brazilian star Fred.

The Eun Cup Aftermath 


Africa’s performance at Germany 2006 was un- 
derwhelming, The continent tipped by many to be 
world football’s next powerhouse produced just 
one qualifier for the knockout stages — a miser- 
able return from five finalists, A combined total of 
sixteen appearances brought forward a miserable 
tally of three wins and three draws, as the continent 
slipped further into the football abyss first obsery- 
able at France ’98, 


Background to Germany 2006 

‘The five qualifiers for this World Cup had vastly differ- 
ent pedigrees. Ghana was for many years the leading 
African nation, becoming the first four-time winner of 
the African Nations Cup in 1982. Yet two decades spent 
largely in the football wilderness hurt a side that still 
produced individuals of immense skill and power, as 
‘Tony Yeboah and Abedi Pele led scoring charts across 
Europe. A black mark emerged against the reputation 
of the ‘Black Stars’ following the side’s continual fail- 
ure in World Cup qualifiers. Finally though, Ghana 
qualified for the World Cup. 

Similarly, Ivory Coast could lay claim to the title of 
‘sleeping giants’. The ‘Elephants’ crowning glory 
‘came in 1992 when they defeated Ghana on penalties 
to claim the title of African champions. The triumph 
though was fleeting, and like their West African neigh- 
bours they had to wait many years for a generation 
capable of bringing their nation’s football onto the 
world stage. Placed in a so-called ‘Group of Death’, 
not much was expected of these debutants. 

‘The other two World Cup debutants provided genuine 
shocks during qualifying. Impoverished and led by a 
corrupt and inept football federation, Togo finished 
ahead of Senegal and Zambia, thanks to the goals of 
Emmanuel Adebayor and Mohamed Kader Coubadja. 
‘Adebayor was later involved in a dispute with coach 
Stephen Keshi at the African Nations Cup in Febru- 
ary, with the former Nigeria skipper Keshi replaced by 
veteran German coach Otto Pfister. 

Led by ex-youth team coach Luis Oliveira Gonealves, 
Angola surprised everyone by finishing their group 
ahead of Nigeria, This was the archetypal minnow, the 
final squad including two players without a club, and 
seyeral others qualifying for selection only through 
their colonial ancestors. 

Tunisia rounded out the finalists, the North Africans 
being the only qualifier with previous World Cup finals 
experience, Although they were the defending African 
champions, the ‘Carthage Eagles’ were not expected 
to make much of an impact, as their group included 
Spain and Ukraine, 


Germany 2006 in retrospective 
‘This was the background to a tournament expected 


to be a massive letdown for those tipping an African 
World Cup winner during the next decade. Sadly, Afri- 
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ca provided its critics with plenty of ammunition, Ever 
since South Africa was declared as host for the 2010 
World Cup, the Confederation of African Football 
(CAF?) has lobbied for an increase in the continent's 
representation at the premier football tournament. Very 
little though occurred on the pitch to suggest that a 
sixth place will be awarded in time for the.next World 
Cup — instead it is expected that there will continue to 
be five African finalists in four years time, including 
the host nation. 

Atits best, Africa provided some scintillating football 
in Germany. Ghana’was restricted to a 2-0 win over 
the Czech Republic largely because of the goalkeep- 
ing heroics of Petr Cech. Togo’s first-half performance 
against South Korea was equally promising, Coubad- 
ja’s eross-shot goal demonstrating blistering pace, 
balance and a cool finish. Ivory Coast’fought until the 
ast minute and deserved its come-from-behind victory 
over an admittedly fractured Serbia & Montenegro, 
while Joao Ricardo’s quest for a club contract was en- 
hanced by his stunning performance in goal for Angola 
against Mexico. (Since offered a trial with Iranian side 
Zob Ahan, Ricardo is yet to sign a contract). 
Unfortunately though the bad performances were 
all too frequent and displayed 

all the previous criticisms of African football. 

All five sides were guilty of the same sins, 
namely an inability to defend in numbers, the 
committal of needless fouls, and the failure 

to take chances following often elaborate and 
skilful passing movements. 


The minnows confirm low 
expectations 

‘Tunisia’s opening game 
against Saudi Arabia pro- 
vided the best oppor- 
tunity for their first 
World Cup finals 
victory in nearly 
thirty years. Yet 
Roger Lemerre’s 

side were form- 
less and rushed 
against their Arab ri- 
vals, unable to hold onto 
possession for long periods 

‘or change the tempo of the 
game. They shocked every- 
one by opening the scoring versus 
Spain, but fell apart completely 
during the second-half, succumbing 
to a side displaying superior fitness, 
skill and tactical variation. Lemerre 
selected a squad high on experience 
‘but low on stamina for a toumament 
played during the hottest German 
summer in years. Thirty-three year- 
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success in Germany. ae 


old captain and midfield ball-winner Riadh Bouazizi 
needed replacement in all three matches — merely the 
most obvious example of a side incapable of lasting 
ninety minutes, Only Ajax full-back Hatem Trabelsi 
and Bolton defender Radhi Jaidi impressed, too many 
of their team-mates appearing cither too old or sim- 
ply out of their depth. As far as Togo was concemed, 
the‘ Sparrow Hawks’ would probably prefer their tour- 
nament to have ended the moment Coubadja scored. 
Racked by internal dissention (Pfister resigned twice 
during the tournament over a pay dispute), the side had 
possibly the worst World Cup preparation in decades, 
matched only by the shambles that was Zaire in 1974. 
Fortunately they escaped the thrashings that the ‘Leop- 
ards’ received thirty years ago, but still did little to en- 
hance African reputations. Adebayor’s best moment 
came when he twice wrong-foBted Swiss defender 
Patrick Muller, only to be denied a clear penalty. The 
defence was flat-footed and often caught square, best 
evidenced by Jean-Paul Abalo’s deserved dismissal 
against South Korea for upending Park Ji-Sung. Toxe 
often conceded goals late in matches — the hallmart 
of a struggling side, This was their moment in 
the sum, but sadly will bé remembered for 
fractiousness and recriminations. 
Angola’s grudge match was always go- 
ing to be against former colonial mas- 
ters Portugal. Five years ago, the last 
fixture between these sides resulted in 
Angola forfeiting the match following 
the expulsion of five players. On a big- 
_ ger stage and with more at stake, 
‘Angola behaved with greater 
circumspection in Germa- 
ay. If did not stop them 
though from committing 
twenty-five fouls per 
match, equal highest 
in the competition 
(alongside Ghana). 
Joao Ricardo had his 
finest hour against 
Mexico because he 
had to; the Central 
Americans twice hit 
the post and roasted 
a defence that had 
Andre dismissed fifteen 
minutes from time. Angola re- 
fumed home justifiably proud of 
their efforts, but again we must 
wonder whether we should be ex- 
pecting more than mere survival 
from a continent renowned for its 
technical ability. 
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Bright lights from the ‘Black Stars’ 
Such class as there was came from Ghana, The ‘Black 
Stars? list of talent was impressive — Muntari, Essien, 
Kauffour and Appiah. Frustratingly, the list of needless 
suspensions matched it, They disposed of the creaking 
Czechs with case and did all that was required against 
the United States, Yet Essien’s suspension for a clumsy 
and needless foul cost his side dear. While always ea- 
ger to attack Brazil in their second-round encounter, 
Ghana missed Essien’s passing ability when in transi- 
tion, Useful counter-attacks broke down on the edge of 
the penalty area, as Ghana lacked the passing ability to 
beat the excellent Lucio.Asamoah Gyan and Matthew 
Amoah had plenty of shots, but rarely from areas ca- 
pable of troubling Dida, The Ghanaians were impetu- 
ous tacklers, never able to discern the correct moment 
to attack their opponents. Radomir Djukovic could not 
get his side’s defence in order and - like Togo - they 
were mage to pay for employing a shoddy offside trap. 
But Ghana played much ‘good football, and hopefully 
valuable lessons learnt. This is one side likely to reap- 
pear in South Africa, 

Brimming with talent, Ivory Coast can also look for- 
ward to exciting times, For many years a net ‘exporter’ 

of talent to Europe, the “Elephants” impressed many in 
Germany, Didier Drogba’s late goal hgainst Argentina 
was the least deserved by a side always eager to attack. 

Too many wasted chances cost them a draw against 
Holland, but they responded magnificently from being 
2-0 down after half an hour. Didier Zokora ran at the 
Dutch defence incessantly, with his shots from long 
range always threatening, The Ivorians are the best ex- 
ample of the difficulties of being a competent side ina 
difficult group. Un-seeded, they encountered Argenti- 
na, the best side in the early stages of the tournament.

Troubling times could-be ahead 

Yet with the benefit of hindsight, Ivory Coast illustrates 
the difficulties facing African football in the lead-up 
to the 2010 tournament, Football cannot exist in a 
vacuum, as players%re shaped by the environments in 
which they grow up. Two nations ~ Togo and Ivory 
Coast—are currently beset by civil war. In Togo’s case, 
twelve years of unrest ceased in late August with a ten- 
tative ceasefire between government troops and rural. 
rebels, The domestic situation looks less promising 
for-the Ivorians, where four years of fighting almost 
resulted in the country forfeiting its place at the World 
Cup. 

Traditionally, Aftican football has been dominated 
by the continent's more stable nations, It is therefore 
no surprise that Ghana and Senegal have performed 
strongly in recent years, while the North African states 
always perform strongly (and are heavily represented) 
at the African Nations Cup, The battle against famine, 
poverty, HEV/AIDS and ethnic tensions are constants 
in much of sub-Saharan Africa, Sadly, all factors are 
capable of decimating the talent pool, 

Corruption, nepotism and sheer incompetence play 
their part too. Togo’s troubles were embarrassing, sup- 
porting the stereotype of Africa’s ‘dark heart’, More 
troubling still, FIFA’s decision to award South Africa 
the 2010 World Cup might yet be rescinded. Ten sta- 
diums are due to be used in 2010, four of which are to 
be built from scratch, Yet construction has not begun. 
at any of the new sites, nbr have renovations begun.at 
the other yenues, South Africa’s challenge to upgrade 
‘its stadia, transport, accommodation and security is 
immense. 

Africa is faltering, Brilliant individual talent abounds, 
but itis increasingly difficult to hamess. Too many na- 
tions still employ average European coaches found to 
be tactically out of theit depth. Meanwhile too many 
domestic federations serve the interests of their offi- 
cials, and not the game or its players. Germany 2006 
‘was a stark warning that much needs to change if Af 
rica is to reach its football potential.
